What isa 
proctor, Steerforth?’ said L ‘* Why, he 
is w sort of monkish attorney,’ : replied 
Steerforth. ‘He is, to some faded: courts 
held in Doctors’ .Commons—a_ lazy, old 
nook near St. Paul’s Churebyard—what 
solicitora are to the courts of law and 
equity. ... I can tell you best-what he 
is by telling. you what Doctors’ Commons 
is. It’s a ‘little out-of-the-way place, 
where they administer what is called 
ecclesiastical law, and play all kinds of 
tricks with obsolete old monsters of Acts 
of Parliament, which three-fourths of the 
world know nothing about, and the other 
fourth supposes to have been dug up, ‘in 
a fossil state, in the days of the Edwards.

Seven years after “ David Copperfield ”’ 
was.written, Doctors’ Commons lost much 
of its legal importance by the institution 
of the new Divorce and Probate Courts, 
aay ‘in 1874 its Will Office was transferred 

to Somerset. House. It remained,. bow- 
ever, as. the recognised locality for the 
granting of marriage licences. The office 
still possessts the complete set of Mar- 
riage License Allegations received there 
since 1660. Fitly enough the creator of 
Sam Weller, who drew such a diverting

VARIETIES OF BIG GAME 


In discussing the various kinds. of big 
game,, Mr. Sowerby said that there were 
from 20 to 30 different kinds, of hoofed 
animals including wapiti, spotted deer 
(Sika), ro ‘deer, river deer, muntiacs, 
musk deer, ysu pu hsiang (extinct), big 
horn sheep, blue sheep, gorals, ‘serows, 
takins, goitred gazelle, Stongolian azelle, 
Puezalakis gazelle and wild pig.

SIR JAMES JAMIESON'S 

: . EXPLANATION, 7 

‘The position taken up by the British 
Government on the .question of nation- 
ality involved in the Shameen land dis- 
pute waa explained on October 30th by 
Sir, James Jnmieson, HM. Consul at 
Ganton, when proceedings were continued 
in the Supreme Court of Shanghai before 
his Honour Judge Sir Skinner Turner. 

"9° AN ARTIFICIAL PERSON, + ‘ ‘ 

Continuing his argument, Mr. Wilkinson. 
said it had never been contemplated that 
a Crown [ease should be granted to ap- 
plicants such as the plaintiff company," 
which was ‘an artificial person of double 
nationality.” If transfer of the lease was. 
aunetioned, there would ‘be thrown, upon' 
the Consul-Gencral the responsibility ‘of 
protecting the bank as against . the 
Chinese’ authorities across the, creck, 
protecting the staff of the bank and its 
securities. If the bank did obtain and 
assume ‘possession of part of the Crown 
lands and Concession of Shameen there 
rwould be conferred upon it a ‘status 
which might lead to awkward conse-, 
quences; complications’ would surely 
ensue in the case of a company which 
was British in Hongkong, was not ‘recog: 
nized as British.at Shameen, and had the 
further disadvantage of double nation- 
ality. The nection of the defendants as 
Consular officers was quite consistent 
with the instructid®3they bad"had since 
1398, and consistent with their duty as 
local agents to carry out the wording of 
the Crown "lease. "The transfer was re- 


fused on instructions, and also, because of 


the fact that while ‘the directors of the 
bank and the majority of its shareholders 
were undoubtedly British in Hongkong, 
they were not on the mainland recognized 
as British subjects by- their own author; 
ities, and the British consular. authorities | 
were, therefore, unable‘to protect them. — 

Evidence was then called, Mr. W. 5S. 
Cruickshank, assistant surveyor in. HLM. 
Office of Works, formally proving the 
Shameen Crown leases of 1861 and 1898, 
‘and adding that leases not renewed 
reverted to. the Government. Such 
reversions would be very valuable. - : 

, BRITISH PROTECTION SOUGHT. 

Sir James Jamieson, H.M. . Consul- 
General ‘at Canton, was then called. He 
stated that he Was ‘first approached..ia
